WASHINGTON (AP) — The Pen- 
tagon is laying plans to send as many 
as 100,000 more troops to Saudi Ara- 
bia, but the expanded buildup does 
not signal a U.S. intent to attack 
Iraq, Defense Secretary Dick Ch- 
eney said Thursday.

Education may lose money in elections 


Tough anti-tax proposals in half a dozen states have turned Election ’90 into 
a watershed for public schools and colleges. 

Educators in Utah and several other states are warning of school district 
bankruptcies, teacher layoffs and campus closures if tax revolt measures are 
approved Nov. 6. 

“We would be on the brink of an educational meltdown,” said Harold 
Raynolds Jr., education commissioner of Massachusetts. Voters there are 
about to decide on the harshest tax revolt measure anywhere — a proposed $2 
billion tax rollback. If approved, it would be the nation’s largest voter-initiated 
tax cut in history. 

Taxes and government waste, not schools, are the usual targets of voter 
wrath in most states. That’s small comfort to school officials, who claim they’d 
suffer more than most if taxing and spending curbs are approved. 

In Utah, college officials warn that as many as 9,000 students could be 
denied entry if voters approve a proposed repeal of the sales tax on most food. 


U.S. officials warn of starvation in Sudan 


WASHINGTON — Starvation of “apocalyptic” proportions is endangering as 
many as 11 million Sudanese, but their government is blocking international 
food deliveries, U.S. relief officials said Thursday. 

Administration officials, testifying before ine | House Foreign Affairs sub- 
committee on Africa, said Sudan’s military government refused to recognize 
the danger and has derailed a U.S.-led rescue under U.N. auspices that would 
have saved many Sudanese from hunger. 

“The government in Khartoum has been increasingly indifferent, if not 
overtly hostile, to the relief efforts,” said Andrew Natsios, the administra- 
tion’s top relief official. 

Due to drought and civil war, this year’s harvest could fall short by as much 
as one million metric tons, leaving up to eight million Sudanese to starve, he 
said. Other relief organizations put the number of those in danger as high as 11 
million, said Roger Winter, director of the private U.S. Committee for 
Refugees. 

Natsios said that if the level of need is as high as is estimated, this could be 
worse than starvation in Ethiopia in 1984. 


Vaccines imminent for Lyme, syphilis

vaccine against Lyme disease in humans, and perhaps against syphilis as well, 
researchers say. 

In a study to be published Friday in the journal Science, a Yale team

SALT LAKE CITY — A committee overseeing Utah’s cold fusion re- 
search, irate with the absence of its top two researchers, voted Thursday to 
try to force an appearance so their work can be reviewed by independent 
scientists. 

However, minutes later, a state attorney spoke by telephone with re- 
searcher B. Stanley Pons, who agreed to appear for a Nov. 7 session. 

“T told him he was wanted, that it was necessary,” Chief Deputy Attorney 
General Joe Tesch told the Fusion Energy Advisory Council following a 
recess. “Stan Pons committed he would be here on November 7. ” 

The telephone call arranged by Pons’ attorney appeared to salve, at least for 
now, the panel’s irritation with Pons and his British colleague, Martin Fleis- 
chmann, for missing Thursday’s meeting and being generally unreachable 
except through their lawyer. 

We are perfectly willing to fund the work, but we do expect accountabil- 
ity,” said Raymond Hixson, council chairman.

“Tt appears to be working,” he said. “Working, 
not in the sense of curing, because that can’t be 
done, but in the sense of controlling it.”

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History of ‘Y’ is one of class struggle

The long and distinctive history of 
the “Y” symbol on the mountain be- 
gan as a tribute to the class of 1907 
and has transformed into a lasting 
tradition. 

The Junior Class of 1906 white- 
washed their graduating year (’07) on 
the side of the mountain, according to 
“Brigham Young University, A 
House of Faith.” 

This impulsive act started the only 
war in BYU’s history: the BYU war 
of 1906. 

The side of the mountain was be- 
sieged by a mob of angry students 
who attacked relentlessly until the 
junior class gave up and the (07) was 
removed from the mountain. 

The battle didn’t end with the de- 
struction, according to the book. 

Many junior boys’ heads were 
shaved while the girls’ waist-long hair 
was cut. 

BYU purchased the side of the 
mountain in order to avoid any fur- 
ther dissent. 

Then with the help of a drafting 
professor and several students, a plan 
was made to put the entire BYU logo 
on the mountain, according to the 
book. 

The student body formed an assem- 
bly line and passed lime, sand and 
rocks up the-side of the mountain for 
an entire day to create the letter “Y”. 

The plan to put “B” and “U” on 
either side of the “Y” was abandoned 
because of the task’s unforeseen diffi- 
culty, according to the book. 

The “Y” was whitewashed once ey- 
ery year by the bucket brigade for 
several decades.

The students were vicious in the 
early years, said the president of the 
Intercollegiate Knights, Barbara 
Schultz. 

Ifa student didn’t participate in the 
bucket brigade his hair was cut and a 
big “Y” was painted on his forehead 
with iodine, Schultz said. 

“They threw students into the 
botany pond for further punishment,” 
she said. 

Student interest in the whitewash- 
ing declined, and in 1978 the annual 
tradition of whitewashing the “Y” 
was abandoned, she said. 

The yearly whitewashing hasn’t 
continued, but the “Y” is lit for special 
occasions. 

The Intercollegiate Knights are in 
charge of lighting the “Y” every year, 
Schultz said. The club has been light- 
ing the “Y” since 1949. 

They light the “Y” on special occa- 
sions, including graduation, Home- 
coming, freshman orientation week 
and “Y” days, she said. 

“They used to light it with goop 
balls,” she said. “A goop ball is a mix- 
ture of grease and feathers. They put 
the goop balls all around the ‘Y’ then 
lit them with torches. 

“Now a generator is used to turn on 
the lights, which are dropped on to 
the scene by a helicopter,” she said. 
“A group of five or six people place 
the lights around the ‘Y’.” 

Once the lights are in place, the “Y” 
is guarded constantly by a member of 
the Intercollegiate Knights, Schultz 
said. “We guard it against vandal- 
ism.” 

After the activity is over the lights 
are picked up by the helicopter, and 
the Intercollegiate Knights are re- 
leased from guard duty.

Alumnus advises artists 
to observe LDS principles

Learning to follow Christ’s laws 
while remaining true to one’s art is 
the major challenge faced by artists 
who are members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
said an alumnus of the College of Fine 
Arts and Communications Thursday. 

Orson Scott Card, a two-time Hugo 
andiNebula awards-vainner,“Spoke to 
moue than 300 students, faculty and 
alumni as part of the Honored Alumni 
Lecture Series in the Madsen Recital 
Hall HFAC. 

Card, who received his B.A. in the- 
ater from BYU, said no artist is ever 
so wise or talented that they are ex- 
empt from living Christ’s doctrines 
and serving in the LDS Church. 

“Our differences as artists should 
bring us closer to the Savior,” Card 
said. “Unfortunately, many artists let 
their art pull them away from the 
Church. 

“Christ was, and is, an artist and a 
creator,” he said. It is Christ’s stories 

“those deceptively simple para- 
bles” — that remain unchanged, de- 
spite interpretations in doctrine. 

Card said artists, especially those 
within the LDS Church, can change 
the world. 

When he attended BYU, students 
in the arts and communications col- 
leges believed they could create a

_type of “Mormon Art” that would 


have an impact on the world, not just 
inside the LDS Church. 

“We breathed it. We dreamed it, 
and some of us went on to live it,” 
Card said. 

While appealing to their audience, 
LDS artists in particular need to re- 
member to create good art. 

Too often LDS artists sacrifice 
quality because_they don’t think the 
public audienée will appreciate it he 
said. eae 

“Students learn that if a book’ ora 
poem is ‘good,’ they (the public) will 
hate it, and if they (the public) like 
something, it’s trash,” Card said. 

Artists need to create ‘good’ work 
that is directed toward their audi- 
ence. “The audience would love bet- 
ter work, if only the artist would give 
it to them,” he said. 

Card outlined seven “roads to de- 
struction” that LDS artists encoun- 
ter. These roads included allegiance 
to past artists, careers, money, 
elitism, mysticism, perpetual adoles- 
cence and putting style over sub- 
stance. 

When an artist puts style over the 
subject of his work, both the audience 
and the artist are insulted, he said. 

Through his stories, Christ was 
able to teach truths to his audience in 
a style that was appropriate. Christ 
appealed to his audience by altering 
his style and not his subject, he said.

Campus Craft & Floral in the Wilkinson Center 
has flowers — and people everywhere to handle 
orders for corsages and boutonnieres for the Home- 
coming dances. 

Laura Heslop, full-time employee of the univer- 
sity-owned business, said 17 extra people were 
hired to help, and more than 1,000 roses and almost 
1,000 carnations were ordered. 

“All the flowers won’t fit in our coolers, so Food 
Services has an extra cooler they used to keep their 
flowers in that they let us use,” she said. 

“We get all the roses we can from Utah, but 
growers can’t give us enough when we need so 
many. Wholesalers ship roses from California and 
some from South America,” Heslop said. 

She said Florida sends some baby roses, and 
tulips and irises are shipped from Holland. 

Besides Heslop and three regular part-time em- 
ployees and cashiers, Campus Craft & Floral hires

12 on-call people and five Provo women Heslop 
called “admissions ladies” because they also help 
with registration and ID card distribution at the 
start of the semester. 

Geniel Gardner, a Provo resident, said she is 
usually called to help make boutonnieres and cor- 
sages when there is a major dance on campus. 

“We work our fingers a lot, but we have fun 
too,”Gardner said. “There is a lot of conversation 
with the workers, including recitations of such po- 
ems as ‘The Cremation of Sam McGee.” 

“We four women who started working together 
in a group are homemakers and grandmothers. We 
like to see how the college kids live since it’s a world 
we don’t know much about,” Gardner said. 

One of the on-call employees, freshman Kimberly 
Watt, 26, a marketing major from Boulder, Colo., 
said it is most challenging to do a lot of orders fast 
and to have the boutonniere or corsage look good. 

“A lot of people have the artistic ability to know 
what flower combination will look good and be bal- 
anced, but it sometimes takes a long time to get 


coming up roses 


that look,” she said. 
Watt, who has been a professional florist for 
eight years, said she can do a corsage with three 


roses in about five minutes. Ifthere are more roses. 


or anything extra it takes 10 minutes or more to 
complete, she said. 

The flowers are wired individually and taped. 
Then the baby’s breath and greenery must be 
taped, Watt said. Finally, all the parts are taped 
together. 

More boutonnieres are made than corsages, 
Gardner said. White, red and pink roses are most 
popular, she said. 

Most corsages are made with white or red roses 


and baby’s breath, Heslop said, and about 90 per- | 


cent are wristlets rather than pin-on corsages. 

Custom-made corsages and boutonnieres may 
be requested, said Heslop. People request designs 
that are more modern, look more natural and more 
unusual because people are learning more about 
flowers and about what can and can’t be used in 
corsages and boutonnieres.

Aside from being carried to the top 
of Cougar Stadium by fans and shoot- 
ing half-court shots during basketball 
games, Cosmo, BYU’s mascot, also 
visits schools, attends many other ex- 
tracurricular events and is active in 
community service. 

Although Cosmo’s silence some- 
times hampers him, the cougar loves 
making people laugh any way he can. 
One thing that makes him the happi- 
est is seeing children smile. 

The tradition of Cosmo has been at

called on in several games as a fresh- 
man and people began to take notice. 
He finished his freshman season as 
the Most Valuable Player of the 1988 
Freedom Bowlafter leading BYU toa 
20-17 come-from-behind win against 
the University of Colorado. 

Detmer started every game his 
sophomore season, and finished as the 
nation’s No. 1-rated quarterback for 
pass efficiency.and broke 11 National 
Collegiate’ ° Athletic © Association 
records. Although BYU lost their 
bowl game to Penn State last year, 
Detmer’s 576 yards passing and 594 
yards in total offense were good 
enough to establish several all-time 
NCAA bowl records. 

Now a junior, Detmer established 
himself as the front-runner in the 
1990 Heisman race early in the sea- 
son, after throwing for 406 yards and 
three touchdowns to dismantle a No. 
1-ranked Miami team. 

Detmer said the attention and hype 
surrounding the Heisman race is nice, 
“but sometimes the hype gets a little 
out of hand; I don’t pay much atten- 
tion to it.” 

BYU has been known as a quarter- 
back factory over the years, and al- 
though he tends to shy away from 
making comparisons, Edwards said 
Detmer is certainly as good as any of 
the other quarterbacks he has had in 

‘his 19 years at BYU. 

“What makes Ty so good is his 
exceptional ability to read and exe- 
cute. He has a great understanding of 


BYU for more than 39 years. A live 
cougar was the first mascot, but be- 
cause of complaints on the mistreat- 
ment of the animal, the pep chairman 
decided to have a person act as 
Cosmo. 

That same year even the president 
of BYU, Ernest L. Wilkinson, 
dressed up in the cougar costume. 

At a basketball game last year, 
BYU’s president, Rex E. Lee, also 
wore the outfit while his wife Janet 
dressed as Cosmo’s female counter- 
part. 

According to the furry cheerleader, 
promoting the mission of BYU is the 
main priority of the mascot.

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Initiative A creates 
heated controversy

There is a good chance Initiative A 
will pass, if people see that they can 
be as angry with the state govern- 
ment as they are with Congress, said 
Ed Little, the executive director of 
the Utah Independent Party, the 
group responsible for putting the ini- 
tiative on the ballot. 

But opponents of the bill say Utah’s 
budget surplus will not cover the 
losses that would come with passage 
of the initiative abolishing sales tax on 
most food items. 

Francine Giani, press secretary to 
Gov. Norm Bangerter, said, “Yes we 
do have asurplus ... but the needs and 
cost of inflation tend to eat up that 
surplus and more.” 

The state agencies have made re- 
quests up to $450 million in excess of 
what they had last year, Giani said. 

The Utah Education Association 
opposes the initiative because of the 
drastic effect it says the initiative 
would have on Utah schools. 

Steve Hale, of the UEA, said, “We 


oppose it because it would remove an 
estimated $40 million from public 
schools, and the initiative doesn’t 
provide a way to replace it.” 

Little said the surplus, upwards of 
$250 million, would easily defray the 
losses produced by the initiative. 

Bill Orton, the Democratic candi- 
date for Congress from Utah’s 8rd 
District, said he’s in favor of lessening 
the burden on the poor, but the tax 
initiative doesn’t replace the lost rev- 
enue. 

He said we need to “revise the en- 
tire tax code, not just sales tax, and 
come to a more fair, simple and equi- 
table tax system here.” 

Orton said the problem with a food 
tax is that those with the lowest in- 
comes. pay a higher percentage of 
their incomes to sales tax than those 
with higher incomes. 

The food tax creates real hardships 
on the elderly and those with fixed or 
low incomes, Orton said. The logical 
approach is to give low income people 
a food tax credit or rebate because the 
wealthy don’t need to benefit from 
dropping the sales tax. 


All3 commissioner seats 
available in Utah County

The Utah County Commission, 
comprised of three commissioners, 
serve legislative, administrative and 
judicial functions. All seats are up for 
election, which is unusual because one 
or two seats are typically open every 
two years, 

“This election is unique,” said Sid 
Sandberg, a Utah County commis- 
sioner who has not filed for re-elec- 
tion. Brent Morris, who resigned 
from the commissioner ‘A’ post to run 
full time for the U.S. Congress but 
lost at the convention added to the 
two seats vacated this election. 

One aspect of a county commis- 
sioner’s job is legislation. They create 
county ordinances which have the ef- 
fect of law. For example, they have 
created a nuisance ordinance and ped- 
dler ordinance. 


Under Utah State Code title 17. He 


chapter 5, commissioners are elected 
at large, which means they represent 
the entire Utah Valley, not a geo- 
graphic location such as northern 
Utah Valley. 


The Utah State Legislature ruled 
that, beginning in 1990, all commis- 
sioners elected will serve 4-year 
terms, with elections being staggered 
every two years. 

Previously, one seat served a two- 
year term, while the other two served 
four-year terms, Sandberg said. 

For the upcoming election, Repub- 
lican Gary Herbert and Democrat 
George Tripp are battling for the re- 
mainder of Morris’ term, which is be- 
ing filled by Herbert, who was ap- 
pointed until the election. 

Malcolm Beck, Republican, and 
Wayne Hill, Independent, are com- 
peting for the commissioner ‘A’ slot, 
while Richard Johnson, Republican, 
and Marie Van Wagenen, Democrat, 
are competing for the position as com- 
missioner ‘B.’
